Dear - 

I've  Just  returned  from  an  awful 
busy  eight  hours  over  Germany. 

I'm  writing  this  letter  in  hopes  that 
you  might  let  all  my  old  friends  at 
the  church  know  that  the  Lord  hears 
and  answers  prayer  at  25,000  feet 
(Psalm  139:7,  9). 

I’m  writing  this  letter  by  the  grace 
of  the  Father,  for  today  I  thought 
my  time  was  up.  Over  the  target 
today,  there  was  more  enemy  oppo¬ 
sition  than  I  had  ever  seen.  It  didn’t 
seem  possible  that  one  could  take  a 
plane  through  it  and  come  back  to 
tell  about  it.  I  prayed  to  God  before 
we  took  off,  to  fly  not  as  my  Co-pilot, 
but  as  my  Pilot.  He  surely  did  and 
I  praise  His  name  for  it.  »*«. 

Just  before  engine  time  this  morn¬ 
ing  I  opened  my  Bible  and  read  the 
Ninety-first  Psalm  The  comfort  of 
such  a  passage  can’t  be  measured. 
My  engineer,  who  during  training 
used  to  laugh  and  scoff  at  the  Bible 
and  Christianity,  was  the  first  to 
notice  it  and  asked  me  to  read  the 
scripture  to  him.  Instead.  I  let  him 
read  it  and  when  he  finished,  he 
wanted  to  read  some  more.  I  then 
took  the  Word  and  pointed  out  the 
way  of  salvation  to  him.

Juvenile  delinquency  has  been  ac- 
iclcrated  by  bad  educational  theories 
>f  discipline  for  children  both  in  the 
aoinr  and  in  the  schools  About  thirty 
years  ago  the  professors  in  several  of 
the  universities  that  largely  trained 
those  who  give  educational  leadership 
in  the  public  school  system  of  America 
began  to  teach  that  children  should 
not  be  controlled  or  disciplined  They 
taught  that  they  should  be  left  free 
to  make  their  own  choices  without 
guidance  or  control.  Their  theory 
bolted  down  to  simple  language  that 
everybody  can  understand  was  let 
nature  lake  Its  course  Let  the  child 
develop  and  express  himself  without 
restriction  or  imposed  guidance.  That 
fart  gained  favor  In  educational  cir¬ 
cles  in  America.  The  university 
teachers  who  propagated  it  wrote  text 
books  whose  use  was  largely  manda¬ 
tory  in  the  training  of  teachers  with 
the  result  that  discipline  has  seriously 
deteriorated  in  the  majority  of  our 
public  schools.  Not  only  the  boys  and 
girls  of  today  and  the  youth  are  suf¬ 
fering  from  lack  of  discipline  In  the 
school  but  also  their  parents  to  whom 
the  same  ideas  have  been  fed

These  changes  have  brought  a  dread¬ 
ful  loss  to  the  childhood  of  America. 
The  situation  is  somewhat  better  with 
reference  to  text  book  content  In  high 
schools.  It.  however,  is  not  as  direct 
or  comprehensive  as  it  should  be. 

One  thing  should  be  said.  We  do 
have  quite  a  number  of  teachers  who 
are  devoutly  Christian,  who  have  a 
sense  of  call  that  has  led  them  to 
dedicate  themselves  to  the  work  of 
teaching  and  who  give  all  they  can 
to  the  service  of  leading  the  thinking 
of  their  pupils  in  the  way  that  leads 
to  integrity  and  high  character.  They 
are  rendering  a  service  of  great  value. 
The  Lord  bless  them  and  Increase 
their  number!  They  deserve  better  at 
the  hands  of  the  public  than  they  are 
receiving.

MISSISSIPPI  BAPTISTS  ARE  ON  THE  MARCH! 

•'If  a  Man  Uvr  .Mr  Hr  Will  Krep  My  Words."  John  14:21 

Many  of  oar  Mississippi  Baptist  churches  are  Heeling  a  religious  literature 
rommitlrr.  The  purpose  of  this  committer  is  to  dMributr  gosprl  tracts,  the 
Gospel  of  John,  Ne»  Tmtaments,  Billies,  keeping  up  Baptist  Record  subscrip¬ 
tions  and  reading  interest  in  it.  etc.  Wr  would  urge  all  of  our  churches  to  con¬ 
sider  this  matter. 

A  disciple  Is  a  learner!  All  wc  know  we  have  learned!  The  closed  mind 
is  the  greatest  enemy  of  progress  and  truth! 

At  the  meeting  of  Ihe  state  secretaries  two  ideas  came  with  some  force. 
First.  Virginia  Is  pressing  the  full  time  church  plan  A  pastor  with  three 
churches  preaches  every  Sunday  morning  at  one  church,  every  Sunday  after¬ 
noon  at  another,  and  every  Sunday  night  at  the  third.  Mid-week  meetings 
may  be  had  at  each  weekly,  Tuesday,  Wednesday  and  Thursday  evenings.  It 
lx  much  better  than  this  onre-a-month  business!  The  "quarter-time  church" 
grew  up  when  people  were  scattered,  with  poor  roads,  poor  transportation.  If 
any  at  all,  etc.  Such  conditions  do  not  generally  obtain  today.  See  Acts  5:42! 
Second.  one  or  two  states  are  discouraging  the  distinction  often  made  between 
city  and  rural  churches.  Many  people  feel  a  preacher  Is  a  failure  If  he  goes  to 
a  rural  church.  We  talk  of  "rural  problems"  and  “city  problems."  They  are 
basically  the  same  sin,  selfishness,  transportation,  planning,  visitation, 
preaching,  leaching,  worshipping,  serving,  giving,  living  for  Christ!  Why  then 
magnify  differences  that  are  largely  Imaginary  after  all!  Many  of  our  best 
preachers,  and  church  people  generally,  come  from  rural  areas.  They  find  In 
general  the  same  problems  and  Joys  In  the  city  as  tn  the  country!  Does  your 


New  Testament  magnify  differences  between  the  two  areas? 

“If  a  Man  Love  Me  He  Will  Keep  My  Words."  John  14:21 

Article  XI  of  the  Mississippi  Baptist  Convention  Constitution  reads  aa 
follows:  “All  gifts  and  donations  to  the  objects  of  the  Convention  shall  be 
applied  according  to  the  expressed  will  and  direction  of  those  contributing,  but 
If  no  designation  is  made,  distribution  shall  be  made  as  determined  by  the 
Convention.”  8ee  paragraph  11,  1044  Mississippi  Baptist  Convention  Annual. 
We  like  that!  It  provides  for  designated  contributions  and  assures  Mississippi 
Baptist  donors  that  their  money — every  penny  of  it — will  go  to  the  object  or 
objects  intended.  It  gives  foundation  and  direction  to  the  Cooperative  Program 
in  the  matter  of  causes  included,  and  distribution  to  these  causes.  Monies 
given  to  State  Missions  therefore  may  not  be  honestly  given  to  Christian 
Education  and  Christian  Education  monies  may  not  be  honestly  given  to  the 
Orphanage,  etc. 

One  reason  State  Missions  has  accumulated  enough  for  the  Baptist 
Building  is  that  Baptists  have  been  generous  at  this  point.  Another  reason, 
we  emphatically  restate,  is  that  we  have  seen  to  it  that  all  monies  go  to  the 
causes  intended,  whether  in  Cooperative  Program  distribution,  or  as  designa¬ 
tions.  This  will  continue  to  be  our  policy  as  a  matter  of  common  interest  and 
honor.  This  will  please  everybody — except  those  who  want — .

lars  or  two  bars  of  soap.  We  give 
them  the  soap,  or  may  trade  bully 
beef  for  bananas.  Most  of  them  can 
talk  a  little  English  and  we  have  an 
unearned  welcome  with  them.  The 
missionaries  who  have  been  here  for 
years  and  years  really  have  changed 
a  whole  civilization  or  rather  created 
a  new  one.  In  many  ways  I  believe 
their  lives  are  superior  to  ours.  I 
asked  one  young  fellow  about  church 
attendance.  He  said  that  every  one 
went.  I  thought  that  he  had  mis¬ 
understood.  so  I  questioned  him  again 
No.  he  affirmed,  everyone  goes  un¬ 
less  they  are  rich  or  away  from  the 
island.  Perhaps  they  will  take  up 
the  banner  that  we  hold  so  feebly  for 
our  Lord. 

It  has  been  my  good  fortune  to  have 
talks  with  several  fellows  in  various 
ports  that  we  have  been  In  and  I  trust 
that  the  witnessing  has  been  of  some 
real  good.  1  feel  that  it  has.  We  get 
to  attend  chapel  services  and  Bible 
classes  from  time  to  time  in  port.  It 
truly  Is  a  blessing  to  meet  fellow 
Christians  all  over  the  world  Our 
Baptist  chaplains  are  doing  a  won¬ 
derful  work.  They  stand  out  among 
others.  They  have  the  respect  of  the 
men  and  are  winning  souls.  I  would 
that  we  had  more  of  them  here. 

I  am  afraid  that  the  old  theory  that 
sin  and  war  go  hand  in  hand  is  prev¬ 
alent.  True,  there  Is  a  general  recog¬ 
nition  of  God  and  sincere  respect  for 
the  divine,  yet  it  seems  to  me  that  the 
men  in  this  area  are  more  religious, 
though  less  moral  than  they  were  in 
civilian  life.  That  is  not  just  my  ob¬ 
servation  but  is  that  of  many  men  in 
widely  separated  areas.  One  thing  is 
clear,  these  men  are  at  a  crossroad 
religiously.  The  responsibilities  of  all 
Christians  in  the  years  to  come  is 
greater  than  most  of  us  want  to  ad¬ 
mit.  About  a  third  of  the  men  are  at 
some  service  each  week. 

Our  ship  Is  unique  in  one  way.  for 
a  small  vessel.  We  have  a  church  ser¬ 
vice  each  Sunday,  one  of  our  officers 
conducts  them  and  several  of  us  do 
what  we  can  to  see  that  they  are  well 
attended.  There  is  some  opposition 
but  the  services  are  held  and  half  or 
more  of  the  crew  attend.  It  gives  a 
better  tone  to  the  whole  crew. 

In  getting  ready  to  leave  the  States, 

I  went  over  our  library  and  chose, 
along  with  my  Bible,  a  copy  of  Cru- 
dens  Concordance,  a  one-volume  Bible 
commentary,  a  volume  of  Dr.  Truett  s 
sermons,  and  some  smaller  volumes. 

It  is  difficult  to  do  much  real  study- 
works  tng  yet,  I  do  get  in  a  fair  amount  of 
fine,  reading  and  research  work.  We,  the 
books  and  I.  through  the  Lord,  have 
every-  had  some  good  times  together,

laughed  at  aobriety,  and  made  evil  to 
be  glamorously  attractive.  Too  great 
a  percentage  of  our  moving  pictures 
as  all  of  us  know,  present  the  drink 
lng  of  alcoholic  beverages,  gambling. 
Infidelity  to  the  marriage  vow,  and 
Irreverence  in  a  way  that  robs  them 
In  the  thinking  of  a  child's  mind  of 
their  deadly  danger  and  makes  thrm 
appear  In  a  persuasively  favorable 
light.  Thu  Is  not  true  of  all  pictures, 
but  It  Is  true  of  too  many  of  them  A 
great  many  of  the  moving  pictures 
are  moral  poison  for  children.  The 
same  can  be  said  of  much  of  the  rec¬ 
reational  life  apart  from  the  movies 
It  has  been  commercialized.  Men 
make  money  out  of  leading  the  taste 
of  boys  and  girls  In  the  wrong  direc¬ 
tion. 

The  churches  have  a  responsibility 
In  this  matter  of  juvenile  delinquency. 
They  have  failed  to  emphasise  as  they 
ought  the  Importance  and  obligation 
of  the  home  to  be  positively  Christian 
They  have  failed  to  lay  upon  the 
hearts  and  consciences  of  parents 
their  responsibility. 

The  church  has  neglected  a  social 
program  for  its  children  and  youth 
that  would  offer  to  them  recreation 
under  the  right  auspices  and  atmos¬ 
phere.  The  churches  should  have 
mllitantly  opposed  the  things  that  are 
corrupting  childhood  and.  also,  they 
should  have  offered  to  the  childhood 
In  the  homes  of  their  membership 
something  that  would  have  supplied 
their  social  needs. 

The  churches  have  failed  to  teach 
persistently  to  children  the  deadly 
danger  of  sin;  the  tragic  results  of 
transgression;  the  positive  punish¬ 
ment  which  befalls  those  who  do 
wrong  and  which  make  unprofitable 
any  pleasure  one  might  derive  from  . 
wrong  doing.  The  churches  ought, 
also,  to  have  strenuously  stressed  the 
Joys  and  blessings  of  keeping  one's 
behavior  in  the  Christian  way  of  life. 

The  six  sources  of  Juvenile  delin¬ 
quency  mentioned  above  largely  ex¬ 
plain  the  situation  In  which  we  find 
ourselves  today.  Irreparable  damage 
has  been  done  to  many.  We  repeat 
that  a  large  percentage  of  our  people 
are  doing  a  splendid  Job  of  rearing 
their  children.  All  praise  should  be 
given  to  them.  On  the  other  hand, 
we  have  hundreds  of  thousands  of 
boys  and  girls  growing  up  to  be  men 
and  women  whose  lives  will  be  a  curse 
to  America.  If  they  ever  become  good 
men  and  women,  they  must  be  turned 
to  the  right  way  of  life  while  they 
are  young.  We  want  In  what  follows 
to  stress  the  cure  for  Juvenile  dellqr 
quency.

A  new  revised  standard  version  of 
the  Bible,  begun  15  years  ago.  and  of¬ 
ficially  approved  by  44  Protestant 
denominations,  has  been  completed.  It 
was  announced  by  Dr.  Luther  A. 
Weigle,  dean  of  Yale  University  Divin¬ 
ity  school.  The  volume  Is  now  In  the 
hands  of  the  publishers,  he  said,  and 
the  New  Testament  probably  will  be 
available  by  Christmas. 

Projected  In  1930  by  the  Interna¬ 
tional  Council  of  Religious  Education, 
the  project  was  delayed  during  the 
depression  years,  but  was  renewed  in 
1937  by  outstanding  scholars  named 
by  the  churches.  Dean  Weigle  said. 

Dean  Weigle  added  that  the  com¬ 
mittee  had  ‘‘used  straightforward 
English  based  on  the  King  James  and 
American  standard  versions”  in  the 
new  volume.

which  should  certainly  not  be.  Some 
schools  have  as  the  enrollment  on  the 
first  Sunday  in  October  only  those 
who  are  present  that  day.  and  then 
start  out  from  there  each  year  adding 
new  names  as  other  pupils  come. 

The  Sunday  school  enrollment  does 
not  begin  each  October.  The  enroll  - 
■lent  of  the  school  on  the  last  Sunday 
In  September  will  be  the  enrollment 
on  the  first  Sunday  in  October  plus 
any  new  pupils  that  may  be  added  on 
the  first  Sunday  In  October. 

The  fact  that  pupils  are  promoted 
from  one  class  to  another,  or  from 
one  department  to  another,  does  not 
mean  that  they  were  not  already  en¬ 
rolled  In  the  Sunday  school.  Of 
course  they  are  transferred  from  one 
class  to  another,  and  possibly  from 
one  department  to  another,  but  that 
does  not  at  all  mean  that  they  are 
nrw^puptls  In  the  school. 

Every  school  should  work  hard  to 
build  up  Its  enrollment.  The  larger 
the  enrollment  the  larger  the  attend¬ 
ance  will  be.  We  fully  recognize 
that  the  fact  that  one  is  enrolled 
in  8unday  school  does  not  necessarily 
mean  his  regular  attendance,  but 
that  is  where  the  school’s  enlargement 
program  comes  In.  namely,  to  keep  up 
the  attendance  to  the  highest  possible 
number.  This  will  be  done  through 
personal  visitation  and  regular  con¬ 
tacts  with  absentees  on  the  part  of 
officers,  teachers  and  pupils.
